The Yen's Craps. 

Now that all crops have made 
their jirowth and most of them 
have been harvested, it appears on 
the basis of reports of the De- 
partment of Agriculture that the 
atr<rreirnto yiold of all crops for 
this couutry is about 7.9 per cent 
less than the total production of 
last yeer; but aoaroely half of one 
per cent below the average for the 
last five years. This is a gratify- 
ing showing in view of th^ unde- 
niably nnfavorableaeaaonthroiiirh- 
out the growing period. 

The corn crop made some im- 
provement during the last month, 
owing to the anaanally late frosts, 
which allowed late fields to ma- 
ture a much larger yield than had 
been hoped, although continued 
rains did some damage to corn 
that had ripened early. The total 
yield is still thought to be over 
one-third of a billion bushels be- 
low the reoord-breaking oroip of a 
year aero, or about 11 per cent. 
It is the third largest corn crop on 
record, liaving been exceeded only 
in 1910 and 1906. The corn crop 
suffered the greatest damage in the 
states west of the Mississippi 
Kiver, although Illinois, Indiana 
and Kentaoky also fell below last 
year's record. Most of the other 
states to tho eastward have more 
corn than a year ago. The quality 
of com is generally poor, and few 
states have it rated as high as 90 
per cent. 

The decrease in yields is more 
than offset in most cases by appre 
ciatioti in prices. Wheat and flax- 
seed are the onl.v notable excep 
tioQs. While the corn crop suf- 
fered a decrease of 11 per cent in 
yield, the average farm price re 
ported on Nov. 1 is 21 per cont 
above last year's figure. Wheat 
decreased nearly 6 per cent in 
total yield and only rose 1 cent a 
bushel, or le.ss than 1 per cent in 
price; but oats declined 22 per 
cent in yield and advanced 25 per 
cent in price; barley lost 10 per 
cent in total yield and gained .54 
I)er cent in price; rye dropped 7 
per cent in yield and rose 16 per 
cent in price; hay decreased 2:', 
per cent in total crop and increased 
22 per cent in price, and potatoes 
lost 17 per cent iu total crop, but 
gained 87 per cent in price per 
bushel. 

This situation does not oflFer 
much comfort to those sectionis 
that have been hit hardest by 
drouth or flood. It is the sacri 
lice of their crops tiiathas resulted 
in enhanced valuer for the yiehi.s 
of average size in the more favor 
ed parte of the country. Taking 
the country as a wliolo the total 
value of crops compares iavorablv 
with last year. The hardshipK 
cotne mainly throagh the unequal 
distribution. ^

The Land Shows. 

The land shows are again with 
us. The state and interstate fairs 

are held in comparative small cent- 
ers of population, and find their 
main suuport in country attend- 
ance. In pursuance of the **back 
to the land" propaganda, (;reat 
exhibits of farm products have 
been established in big cities, chief 
among them Chicago, Omaha, 
Pittsburg and New York. All 
these land shows have now been 
held except the Cliicago exhibition, 
which claims attention this week 
and laps over the foil 'Internation- 
al weok. 

The newer countries are making 
strongest appeals at these shows. 
State and association and individ- 
ual funds have lioon appropriated 
to this end. Where prizes have 
been offered, usually the West or 
Northwest has been the wiener, 
althouijli t!ie Southeast hasoini)lia- 
sized Its resources quite emphati- 
cally . The older sections of es- 
tablished agriculture and them- 
selves in such shows. Last week 
there were nearly liftv applicants 
for one tine corn farm in central 
Illinois, and tenants are bidding as 
high as $8 au acre rental for corn 
land. Small need is tliere for at 
tractiiig more attention to such 
land. The West and Northwest 
never have been more systemati- 
cally iii tive in appeal for settlers. 
The K(>vernora of a number of the 
newer states are coming east with 
a special exhibit train, supple 
mentin^f the land show displays. 

Where the appeal of such shows 
effects the transfer back to tl e 
land of the farm-raised man, they 
work the end whorounto they are 
sent. When they lead the city 
bred man, uninformed of farm 
work, to pioneer conditions, they 
usually cause much mischief. Not 
any foul can farm.

Heavy Cattle Will 
Prealan. 

Conditions in many .sections are 
not favorable for holding eiihet 
cattle or sheep. Roughage is 
scarce and grain costly. Hay is 
held at prohibitive prices and an 
abnormally wet fall season has 
damaged what promised to be a 
wealth of corn fodder. The hope 
of the stockman is an open winter. 
At present every bulge in prices 
prompts generous car orders. 
Most of the cattle in feeders* 
hands show a protit, and there is a 
disposition to aeiM the bird in the 
hand. 

At this juncture the owner of a 
silo is indifferent alike to the price 

of hay or the condition of stalk- 
tields. His silo is an effective in- 
surance against such adverse fac- 
tora. With a dry ftodlot and com- 
fortablo shelter for his cattle and 
sheep he is immune from such 
handicaps as a tickle climate im- 
poses. And naore cattle and sheep 
are finishing on sUa|{e this year 
than ever before. 

For several weeks market offer- 
ings of medium cattle promise to 
be profuse, especially if weather 
conditions are adverse to making 
gains. A large number have gone 
on feed and sooner or later they 
will come back, most of them 
probably lacking weight. The 
season is not propitious for burd- 
ening either cattle, hogs or sheep 
with Wright. Lsst year weight 
was Ijandicap at the stockyards; 
that it will connnand a nremium 
during the next few months is 4s 
sured.

Many' American fardlera must 
be' than)Efol this year for the va- 
riety rather than the extent of 
their blessings, and in St)me cases 
for the prospect rather than the 
realisation of prosperity. Tlie 
vagaries of a fickle season have 
distributed the bounties of , nature 
unevenly. There is a marked 
ahortage of some of the principal 
crops as compared wi'h the bump- 
er production of a .year ago, but 
the incred^ in prices is geneVally 
more than sufficient to offset the 
ilecroase i:i average production. 
The average yield of all crops is 
within 7.9 per cent of last year's 
figures. 

The protracted summer drouth 
over n wide territory sul)stantialiy 
checked the increase of certain in- 
sect and fungus enemies of cropr. 
It was the first dry season for 
several veni's in some of the senii- 
arid sections where settlement has 
been heavy. Tnere it taught the 
new farmers' the limitations of 
those regions. It convinced set- 
tlers that the staple crops of the 
East will not make reinuoerative 
vields under meager rainfall. The 
cattleman of the West is thankful 
because the l i^orous season dem- 
onstrated that mucn of his terri- 
tory is suited only to grasing. 

The shortui^e in hay drove corn- 
belt farmers to utilise all the corn 
crop. The corn-shock proved uii- 
safe where carelesi^ly made; the 
silo, the greatest conserver of feed 
from corn, proved equal to the 
emergency. Cornljelt agriculture 
is rioe for a full utilisation of the 
corn crop in sustaining the herds 
of cattle which will be necessary 
to supply the shortage of prime 
beef, and the value of the silo has 
been /ully shown. 

All branches of the live stock 
industry have a healtliy under- 
tone. Through a stuson of heavy 
marketing the price of the best 
draft horses has held up steaddy, 
and the fall sales of pure-bred 
horses reveal the broad conserva- 
tive search of farmers for high- 
class mares. The cattle jmarket is 
finishing the season with a return 
to lofty prices with the business. 
Breeders are now beginning to 
reap their reward. No doubt now 
exists regarding the inadequate 
production of beef, and there is a 
return to cattle-breeding that will 
afford an enlarged oatlet for 
breeding stock. The eraof luinid- 
ation of range flocks has about 
reached its limits, and flocks will 
be established on many farms. 
Swine-raisers apparently face a 
period of ascending values. Dis- 
ease has forced many localities to 
caah in hogs prematurely. There 
has been abundant opportunity to 
prove the efficacy of serum pro- 
tection, so that breeding opera- 
tions may in fatore be conducted 
with more certainty. 

The dairyman has fared unusu 
ally well. The demand for his 
products and his stock has been 
insatiable. Prices have been 
remunerative to a degree scarcely 
anticipated, assuring the perma- 
nence of dairying as a large ai d 
profitable industry. The eager 
ness with which dairymen are 
ado|)ting the best methods and ap 
pliances indicates the security of 
their foundation work. 

Perhaps the greatest cause for 
general thankfulness among 
AiiKM ican farmers this year is the 
persistent search ^ for the most re- 
snltfnl methods in every detail of 
farm management. In spite of 
the unfavorable season, exhibits at 
fairs were of record-breaking vol 
ume and excellence, and visitors 
came in greater numbers than ev 
er before, and this good work 
continues. The International 
show furnishes the climax of the 
aeason*s exhibitions with an un 
equaled number of entries of win 
nowed quality. Enthusiastic 
farmers' institutes, the spread of 
agricnknral inatmotkm in aehoola 
of the lower trades, and the record 
attendance this fall at the agri 
cultural colleges, all reflect the in- 
satiable thirst for knowledge,'
